He then committed suicide. One son, 
John, 18, survives. He is attending 
school at Liberty, Mo. 

Mrs. Minort was shot to deata with 
a shotgun while she !ay in bed. The 
children were slain with a revoiver 
as they slept, with the exception of 
Hubert. who was shot to death in bis 
mothers bedroom. 

The motive for the deed has noi 
been established, but it is supposed 
that gossip and domestic troubles are 
responsibie. 

In addition to his dutigs as min- 
ister of the Baptist church, the Rev. 
Minort was police court judge and 
manager of a grain elevator. Some 


years ago he was humane officer in 
this town. 

The Rev. Mr. Minort in his sermons 
had frequently flayed “wagging 
tongues” and bitterly assailed those 
who spread gossip.

Important Rules. 


The public must study: 

“Rules of health.” 

“Rules of conduct.” 

These are vastly important. A good 
physician knows what these rules are. 
And rules of health involve eating and 
drinking, and the daily habits of men 
and women, he said. 

“We must find out how to live,” 
the doctor said. “Go to a doctor be- 
fore you are sick—ask him for a 
thorough examination and until you 
find a doctor who is ready to give 
this examination—keep on going to 
doctors. It is the only way to reap 
the greatest benefit of modern medi- 
cine. 

“We don’t know how to live. Par- 
ticularly those of us over 50 years 
of age. More men break down be- 
cause they do not follow these neces- 
sary rules of health and rules of con- 
duct than anything else. The mana 
who has passed the 50-mark cannot 
live as he did before that time. He 
must change his mode of life—he 
must watch these rules of health and 
rules of conduct. 

Education Needed. 

Until 1913 the cure of cancer was 
“less than 10 per cent,” Dr. Blood- 
good said. ‘We are edueating the pub- 
lic now. We are’ preachrag—trying 
to preach as we practice. In 13 years 
this percentage of cure has increased 
from 10 per cent to 50 per cent—in 
cases of cancer of the stomach.”

Port Huron, Mich., November 14:— 
For a few moments at any rate, the 
ideal of complete religious and racial 
harmony was realized here Sunday 
afternoon in a ceremony probably 
unique in the United States. 

The occasion was a flag-raising un- 


'der auspices of the American Legion. 


The series of events composing the 
triumph of peace was as follows: 

Louis Goldman, prominent local 
Jew, had donated a flag pole to the 
First Methodist Episcopal church. 
The Port Huron Ku Klux Klaa pre- 
sented the flag. And today Monsignor 
Patrick R. Dunnigan, world war Cath- 
olic chaplain, of Flint, Mich., dedi- 
cated the flag pole, while Archibald S. 
Wayner, negro veteran of the world 
war, hoisted the banner to the top of 
the pote. 

Several weeks of bickering pre- 
cedled this event, but it was finally 
accomplished to the almost tearful 
good fellowship of a massed assemblage 
of more than 5,000 Catholics, Jewish. 
negro, Ku Klux Klan and undesignated 
Americans of Port Huron and St. 
Clair county. 

Monsignor Dunnigan, in his address, 
told his heterogeneous audience that 
“their Armistice day observance, with 
its diversity of elements assembled so 
obviously for the common good, means 
nothing if not the convincing burial of 
the bitterness of bigotry in this com- 
munity, and should stand as a splendid 
example to all other communities.” 

The Rev. Russell H. Bready, pastor 
of the church and recipient of the 
flag, said that severdl days before the 
presentation a deputation had called 
upon him and warned that “400 men 
will be there to see that the service 
is never carried out.” 

Dr. Kready has heen an outspoken 
opnonent of the Ku Klux Klan and the 
police were prepared with tear gas 
bombs for any demonstration, but 
nothing marred the pencefulness of the 
necasion and tonight all is good will in 
Port Hurvea. 


HORSE POPULATION 
IN UNITED STATES 
IS DYING. OFF 


Washington, November 14.—The 
horse population is dying off, the de- 
partment of agriculture reports. 

“Only in five states—Nevada, Ari- 
zona, Wyoming, Montana and New 


Mexico—are enough foals born every 
year to maintain their own horse 
population,” the department says. “It 
is necessary to’ increase the annual 
foal crop by 85 per cent over the en- 
tire country to keep up the present 
number of horses in the United States. 
In some states this figure runs much 
higher. In Illinois, for instance, 120 
per cent more foals are needed annual- 
ly. in Ohio 186 per cent, in Indiana 
215 per cent, and in Connecticut 1,190 
per cent.”

Paris, November 14.—(7)—Gov- 
ernor Alvan T. Fuller, of Massachu- 
setts, unaware of the extraordinary 
police precaution to protect him from 
over-ardent Sacco and Vanzetti sym- 
pathizers, spent a peaceful Sunday 
with his family visiting friends in a 
Paris suburb. 

“Tf anyone has been following me 
about with a bomb in his hand,’ the 
governor said tonight, “he must have 
been pretty busy because my family 
and I have been all over the city and 
suburbs.” 

French secret service men have 
been keeping watch over the governor 
since he arrived in Paris yesterday. 

Thus far he has received no requests 

for audiences from those members of 
the extreme left parties of France who 
have made known their desire to re- 
quest him to prevent the execution of 
Saeco and Vanzetti, convicted of mur- 
der by the Massachusetts courts. 
A manifesto published today by the 
communist paper L’Humanite, warns 
him of the “consequences which not 
only execution, but protracted refusal 
to halt the martyrdom of Sacco and 
Vanzetti” might entail for him and 
the Bay State.

On him, it asserts, depends 
the pardoning and liberation of “two 
victims of American class justice.”

The 
stuff struck him full in the face. 
Nancy went out and bound him as 
her prisoner, and delivered him over to 
the American forces the next day. 
On one occasion Nancy crossed the 
Savannah river on a log raft, went 
into the enemy’s camp and. got much- 
needed information. Another time, 
when Augusta was sieged by the Urit- 
ish, she dressed herself as a man, pre- 
tended to be crazy, and went about 
the enémy’s camp unmolested. By 
this trick she gathered much useful 
information for the friends of Ameri- 
can independence. 

Goin; to Alabama after the war, she 
remained there but a short while. 
South Carolina was her next home, 
near Edgefield. A Methodist church 
was organized near her, and its in- 
fluence was so active that Nancy's 
conscience troubled her. Going to the 
church, she found the doors fastened. 
She cut the fastening and walked in 
without ceremony. Later she pro- 
fessed religion, and became an enthusi- 
astie. old-time fighting Methodist.

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| History's Day Book 


BY SAM W. SMALL, 


NOVEMBER 15. 
On this date in 1861 an incident 


‘developed that came close to involv- 


ing the United States in a third war 
with Great Britain, although then 
facing the growing war with the 
Southern Confederacy. 

The United States man-of-war “San 
Jacinto” arrived at Fortress Monroe, 
Virginia, the morning of November 
15, having on board as prisoners of 
war Hons. James M. Mason and Jobn 
Slidell, commissioners of the Confed- 
erate government to European pow- 
ers, and whom. Captain Wilkes, of 
the “San Jacinto,” had caused to be 
forcibly taken from the British royal 
steam packet “Trent,” while ow her 
passage from Havana, Cuba, en route 
to England, 

- On the morning of the 8th of No- 


| vember, when the “Trent” was in the 


narrowest part of the Bahama pas- 
sage, the “San Jacinto” was seen 
lying-to in the passage. When the 
“Trent” came within a half mile the 
“San Jacinto” ran up the United 
States flag and fired a round shot 
across the bow of the “Trent,” fol- 
lowing it with a shell which exploded 
within a hundred yards of that ves- 
sel. The “Trent” broke out the Brit- 
ish flag and dema to know what 
was wanted. ply was that the 
“San Jacinto” would send a_ boa 
alongside.

“We do not concede that the elec- 
tion has shown the people to be op- 
posed to a bond issue, en its merits, 
but rather distrust the present high- 
way department to spend the proceeds 
of such bond issue. 

“At all events we contend that the 
cause of education, particularly in the 
rural districts, is bound up in the 
project of better roads and that, in 
fact, improved highways react bene- 
ficially. along every line that is urged 
for the general welfare. 

“We feel strongly that, whatever 
may be thought of a bond issue in 
every other respect, common honesty 
demands that the counties which have 
taxed themselves to pave sections of 
the state, under the state's pledge of 
reimbursement, should be paid.”’

Hugh J. Rowe, editor-in-chief of the 
Athens Banner-Herald, thinks very 
much as do the others. The next gen- 
eral assembly needs to modernize its 
tax system, he says, and issue bonds 
for paved highway construction, and 
for school expansion. Quoting:

CALLED BY DEFENSE.

Somerville, N. J., November 14.— 
An imposiag array of 80 witnesses is 
ready to go to the stand to refute the 
stories of the Hall-Mills murders told 
by the prosecution’s aggregation of 
120, Nathaniel Palzer, of Mrs. Frances 
Stevens Hall’s counsel, said today. 
Fewer than half of those on whom 
State. Senator Alexander Simpson, 
special prosecutor, is depending, have 
been heard thus far m the trial of 
Mrs. Hall, with her brothers, Willie 
and Henry Stevens, for the murder of 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, choir singer 
sweetheart, slain beside the Rev. Ed- 
ward Wheeler Hall, Episcopal rector, 
four ycars ago. 

In addition, Palzer said, the Hall 
counsel holds 60 blank subpoenaes 
to be used in emergencies that may de- 
velop. 

A new sensation is in prospect -for 
trial fans tomorrow when Senator 
Simpson will read the letters Mrs. 
Mills wrote to her rector sweetheart 
before the tragedy of DeRussey’s lane 
cut short their hectie romance. 

These epistles were found scattered 
over the bodies of the lovers on the 
Phillips’ farm, New Brunswick, on the 
morning of September 16, 1922. 

Publicity given the celebrated mur- 
der trial precipitated a near-riot at 
DeRussey’s lane. Today the crowds 
there became so dense and the compe- 
tition so furious for a look at the site 
of the eld crabapple tree where the 
murders were committed that state 
troopers were summoned to handle 
the traffic and protect the property of 
persons nearby. The troopers’ move 
struck anguish to the hearts of a 
dozen small boys, who, for months 
have trafficked in personally conducted 
tours over the murder scene. ‘These 
youngsters average $5 a day each. 
For 25 ceats per person they will es- 
cort a party over the historic trysting 
scene, pointing out where the so-called 
“pig-woman,” Mrs, Jane Gibson, stood ; 
where Gorsline, the spying church 
vestryman, parked his car; where the

Nicho- 
las Bahmer, the father of Pearl Bah- 
mer, the girl who, with Raymond 
Schneider, discovered the bodies of the 
rector and choir singer, died last night 
in Bobbie Burns sanitarium, Scote, 
Plains, where he bad been a tubercular 
patient.

MUKDEN WAR LORD 
SEEKS PRESIDENCY 


Pekin, November 14.—Challenge of 
the power of the Pekin government by 
the advancing hosts of Canton, in 
south China, has brought the rerort 
that Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, war lord 


of Mukden, Manchuria, will make him- 
self president of north China in all but 


name 

Chang, who with Marshal Wu Pei- 
Fu has dominated the Pekin govern- 
ment since the rout of the forces of 


Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang_ several 
months ago. is now in Tien-Tsin and 


‘}* is expected here within ten days. 


Under pretext of demands made by 
his military subordinates, Chang is ¢x- 
pected to proclaim his “election” as 
chief of the central administration, 
which amounts to more than the presi- 
dency, particularly because the presi- 
dent long has been only a figurehead 
dominated by the war lords. 

Subsequently Chang will take charge 
of a new campaign to repulse the Can- 
ton armies, it is believed. 

Premier Wellington Koo is seeking 
release from his post as head of the 
cabinet, while foreign legations are in- 
creasingly disturbed by Chinss 
threats to abrogate her treaties. The 
foreign envoys claim that the Pekin 
government practically has ceased to 


exist. and they are believed to be pre- 


paring demands for a change of atti- 
tude on the part of those who sre 
nominally if charge of the country's 
aftairs. ec 

If Chang assumes full responsibility 
a renewed demand for resumption of 
the tariff conferences in Pekin is to 
be expected. 


MANNING STIRRED

of Marlborough to Consuelo Vander- 
bilt has “far reaching implications.”

It is a problem for peace officers 
in Wyoming today, with hundreds of 
head of stock being “rustled” yearly.
